Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1950* 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I "beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1950. 

This  report a is  the  twenty  fifth  Annual  Report  I have 
had  the  pleasure  of  submitting  for  approval. 

Once  again  its  contents  will  show  a year  of  satisfactory 
work  and  a very  good  bill  of  health. 

The  Department  has  been  an  Inspector  short  of  the  recog- 
nised establishment.,  but,  nevertheless , the  ground  has  been 
very  well  covered. 

As  I remark  later,  it  has  not  been  possible  in  this 
extending  Borough  to  keep  properly  up  to  date  with  the  day  to 
day  routine  duties  common  to  all  Health  Departments.  I am 
certain  however,  that  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  not  suf- 
fered on  this  account  but,  of  course,  the  longer  our  shortage 
is  maintained  the  more-  difficult  it  will  be  to  bring  these 
routine  matters  up  to  date. 

The  vital  statistics  call  for  no  particular  comment,  the 
birth  rate  is  above  the  country’s  average  and  the  death  rate 
almost  similar  to  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  I have  again  to 
report  an  extremely  light  year  with  little  of  the  major 
infections.  Ho  epidemic  outbreak  occurred  in  1950  and  for  a 
town  of  this  size  the  incidence  of  only  145  cases  of  all  types 
is  a matter  of  extreme  congratulation. 

As  in  former  years  the  housing  problems  have  been  pre- 
eminent, but  gradually  becoming  less  difficult  with  the 
extension  of  the  new  housing  estate.  Statistics  here  will 
show  that  we  have  been  more  active  in  our  housing  inspections 
than  in  last  year. 

Considerable  work  has  been  expended  to  advantage  also 
in  shops  and  their  cleanliness,  food  storage,  food  preser- 
vation and  also  an  extremely  close  watch  has  been  kept  upon 
the  Ice  Cream  producing  units. 

At  times  food  condemnation  lists  have  appeared  -tq  -be 
'large  but  much'  of  this  has  been  due  ta  transp-ort -difficulties 
and  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  endeavour  to  remedy 
the  faults  by  contact  with  the  appropriate  authorities; 


The  work  done  under  Rodent  Control  is  worthy  of  particular 
mention  as  routine  and  -regular  attention  is  given  to  the 
sewers.  The  rat  is  a perpetual  eneiry  and  I am  satisfied  that 
in  this  town  the  7/ork  to  eradicate  it  is  most  efficient.  In 
this  obligation,  we  would  always  welcome  the  co-operation  from 
the  individual  and  any  other  controlled  body  in  the  town.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS, 

Deal  is  renowned  as  a health  resort,  and  possesses  a 
unique  situation  on  the  S.E.  channel  coast  with  a magnify 
icent  frontage  of  approximately  3^  miles. 

In  the  main  the  town  is  residential  hut  contains 
several  small  industries  and  is  the  principal  living  area 
for  the  employees  of  the  large  Betteshanger  Colliery 
situated  nearby. 

Apart  from  the 'general  trading,  a high  proportion 
of  the  residents  derive  their  livelihood  from  seasonal 
holiday  traffic. 

The  restoration  and  revival  of  Hotel  and  Boarding 
House  accommodation  which  occurred  last  year  has  not  heen 
largelj/  extended. 

Like  most  towns  the  problem  of  residential  accom- 
modation particularly  of  the  working  class  type,  has  heen 
difficult  hut  with  the  regular  development  of  new  housing 
areas,  the  situation  is  less  acute. 

Meteorological  statistics  will  show  the  advantage  we 
hold  in  climatic  conditions  and  with  this  the  aim  to  develop 
the  town  without  destroying  its  natural  charm  will  it  is 
felt  enable  the  Borough  to  progress  in  a prosperous  direction.

CULTURAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE S FOR  THE  AREA. 


PUBLIC?  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  Public  Health  Staff,  apart  from  myself,  comprises  one 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  one  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 
one  Shorthand  Typist,  one  Rodent  ©perator  arid  one  outside  worker. 

It  has  not  yet  "been  considered  essential  to  fill  the  vac- 
ancy of  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  an  appointment  which 
has  now  "been  vacant  for  approximately  13  months. 

The  staff  have  worked  exceedingly  well  and  have  dealt  with 
large  numbers  of  emergency  calls,  the  time  spent  upon  which  has 
not  enabled  us  to  more  meticulously  follow  the  usual  routine 
duties.  It  is  not  felt  that  the  absence  of  the  extra  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  Borough  but  his 
presence  would  certainly  enable  a closer  watch  to  be  kept  upon 
our  regular  work.

LABORATORIES  FACILITIES, 


The  principal  centre  for  laboratory  work  is  the  Kent 
County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone,  which  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  A.  Elliott,  M.D. , D.P.K. , the  Kent  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

This  laboratory  undertakes  all  forms  of  investigations 
and  is  freely  used  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  town* 
The  service  is  of  a high  standard.  We  co-operate  with  the 
County  by  furnishing  samples  and  specimens  as  requested  for 
Public  Health  work  generally. 

LOCAL  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES . 

These  continued  to  be  provided  by  the  St,  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  acting  under  the  National  Health  Scheme.  During  the 
year  this  service  has  been  extremely  busy  and  performed  their 
duties  in  an  exemplary  manner,  I have  not  had  one  complaint 
about  this  service,  which  operates  from  the  Mill  Hill 
Ambulance  Station.  I should  like  to  commend  the  Ambulance 
Staff  for  the  work  they  have  performed. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  vtrhich  previously  did  an  immense 
amount  of  very  fine  work  has  been  severely  curtailed  and 
while  in  operation  was  found  to  be  of  invaluable  use. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

This  is  worked  under  the  National  Health  Scheme  through 
the  Kent  County  Council.  The  Borough  is  served  by  five  mid- 
wives and  throe  general  nurses  each  of  whom  work  within  a 
given  area.  The  scheme  works  easily  and  I would  like  to  com- 
mend these  nurses  for  the  very  excellent  work  they  performed 
during  1950. 

MIDWIVES . 

The  Kent  County  Council  administer  the  Midwives  Act,  and 
midwives  employed  in  Deal  are  directed  by  the  Kent  County 
Council. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES . 

Apart  from  the  various  clinics  at  the  Victoria  Hospital, 
Deal,  the  remainder  (Child  Welfare,  Birth  Control,  Ante-Natal, 
Tuberculosis)  are  organised  and  run  by  the  Kent  County  Council, 
while  the  Kent  Education  Authority  control  and  manage  for  the 
school  children.  Clinics  treating  minor  ailments,  ear,  nose  and 
throat  diseases,  orthopaedic,  speech  defects,  and  .dental. 

Some  of  the  latter  are  held  at  the  local  hospital. 

The  Kent  County  Council  Clinics  have  been  established 
in  this  town  for  many  years  and  are  well  patronised.  It  is  to 
be  noted  however  that  since  the  inception  of  the  National 
Health  Act  that  attendances  at  the  Ante-natal  clinics  have 
dropped  considerably.  The  reason  for  this,  I think,  is  due  to 
the  admission  of  Maternity  cases  to  Buckland  Hospital  and  to 
the  fact  that  all  the  Practitioners  are  enrolled  on  the 
National  Health  Service  Lists. 

The  School  Clinics  are  situated  principally  in  the  Victoria 
Park  Clinic  and  regular  hours  are  available  daily  for  children’s 
attendances.  In  my  opinion  the  community  is  well  served  with 
these  facilities.

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries  in  this  town-  and  this  has 
in  the  past  "been  considered  "but  not  found  to  "be  a necessity. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


These  excellent  clinics  continue  to  serve  the  public 
well  and  constant  attendances  are  well  maintained. 

There  has  heen  a slight  drop  in  the  attendances  at  the 
Ante  Natal  clinics  and  this  can  he  accounted  for  by  the 
extension  of  the  Maternity  service  which  is  available  to 
the  public  and  to  every  General  Practitioner.

PERSONS  IN  NEED  . OP  CARE  AND  ATTENTION. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  provides  organisation  for 
the  above.  During  the  year  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take 
action  under  this  section,  but  several  cases  have  come  to  our 
notice  and  have  required  advisory  assistance.  The  problem 
appears  to  be  an  increasing  one  where  each  case  is  usually 
complicated  with  its  own  curious  circumstances* 

It  has  been  found  on  several  occasions  to  be  difficult 
to  find  accommodation  for  the  elderly  sick.  Much  of  this  can 
be  ascribed  to  financial  circumstances,  housing  conditions 
and  varying  domestic  circumstances. 

This  problem  is  not  one  peculiar  to  this  town  but  is  a 
national  one.  The  responsibility  of  this  heading  comes  under 
the  direction  of  the  Hospital  Boards.

HOSPITALS 


Infectious  Diseases, 


Accommodation,  as  in  recent  years  continued  to  "be 
provided  Toy  the  Dover  Authority,  cases  "being  sent  to  the 
Dover  Isolation  Hospital,  an  arrangement  which  continues 
to  prove  adequate  and  satisfactory. 


Surgical  and  Medical 


The  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal*  which  caters  for  in-patient 
and  out-patient  treatments  and  has  an  efficient  X-Eay  service 
together  with  various  out-patients  clinics  (Orthopaedic, 
Tuberculosis,  Physiotheraphy,  Medical,  Surgical,  Bar,  Hose, 
and  Throat,  Ophthalmic  etc.,  was  taken  over  under  the 
National  Health  Scheme.  The  staff,  comprising  of  a visiting 
specialist  also  includes  all  local  General  Practitioners. 

The  Hospital  is  graded  as  a General  Practitioner 
Hospital  and  discussions  arose  during  the  year  as  to  the 
effect  Nationalisation  had  on  its  service.  In  some  quarters 
it  was  strongly  felt  that  the  now  set  up  presented  many  dis- 
advantages and  that  the  service  to  the  public  was  impared. 

The  Council  joined  the  issue  in  the  study  of  the  situation 
and  consulted  with  various  bodies. 

Though  the  matter  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  not  been 
finally  crystallised,  debates  upon  the  situation  diminished  on 
the  decision  that  the  position  should  be  watched  over  some 
months  to  obtain  a clearer  view  and  to  allow  discrepancies  to 
be  remedied. 


HEALTH  VISITORS. 


These  nurses  as  before  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
Kent  County  Council,  and  several  were  employed  in  the  town 
on  various  branches  - maternity  and  child  welfare,  tuberculosis, 
ante— natal  and  general  health  visiting  duties. 

I should  like  to  commend  the  work  of  these  nurses  to  the 
notice  of  the  Members  and  to  express  gratitude  for  their 
assistance  during  1950. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMI IJNISATION . 

In  1950,  it  is  shown  from  statistics  that  there  were  188 
primary  inoculations  and  248  roinf orcements,  making  a total 
of  438,  showing  that  62.1%  of  Deal  children  are  Immunised. 

The  estimated  child  population  is  now  as  follows  1

Immunisation  services  are  available  at  Maternity  and 
Child  v/elfare  Clinics,  School  Clinics,  and  is  also  at  the  hands 
of  every  General  Practitioner, 

I attribute  the  drop  in  Immunisation  last  year  to  be  due 
to  the  tendency  of  parents  to  leave  the  matter  to  the  school 
authorities.  It  is  apparently  less  trouble  for  them  than  to 
take  the  children  to  the  individual  Doctor. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation  - continued.. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  the  School 
Medical  Officer  will  he  able  to  cope  with  the  increasing 
numbers  requiring  Immunisation  and  reinforcing  doses,  but 
at  the  same  time,  it  is  as  well  that  the  attention  of  the 
public  should  be  drawn  to  the  ease  and  extensive  arrange- 
ments which  are  available  to  them  through  the  private 
Doctor, 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  this  Borough  not  to  have  a 
recorded  case  of  the  disease  during  the  year.  The  propa- 
ganda relating  to  these  services  is,  of  course ->in  the  hands 
of  the  Ministry  through  the  Kent  County  Council.

With  the  availability  to  the  public  of  free  vaccination 
by  every  Practitioner  the  service  has  been  markedly  extended 
and  made  easier  for  the  individual.  The  figures  here  show 
an  increase  in  results  and  I am  satisfied  it  is  progressively 
increasing.  The  higher  figures  in  the  oldest  age  group  is 
due  to  the  increase  in  emigration  and  foreign  travel. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Regular  sampling  of  the  Town  Water  Supply  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  continues  to  give 
satisfactory/  results. 

Quality  and  Quantity. 

The  supply  is  constant  and  the  standard  of  purity  is 
very  satisfactory,  ^tie  water  is  from  deep  boreholes  into 
the  chalk  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  source.  No  figures  are 
available  for  Great  Mongeham  and  Sholden  areas  "which  are 
supplied  by  the  East  Kent  District  Water  Company  of  Snodland, 
The  following  figures  relate  to  Deal  and  Walmer.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 


The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  area  remains  in 
principle  the  same  as  in  previous  years, 

Walmer  is  drained  by  gravitation  through  a comparatively 
new  set  of  sewers  to  a storage  tank  under  the  foreshore, 
the  contents  of  which  are  discharged  each  day  into  the  sea. 
Surface  water  is  taken  separately  into  the  old  sewer  system 
and  discharged  through  the  original  out  falls  on  the  foreshore. 

Deal  is  also  drained  by  gravitation  to  the  Pumping 
Station  at  the  North  end  of  the  town  where  the  sewage  is 
raised  to  a covered  storage  tank  and  is  discharged  into  the 
sea,  well  away  from  the  foreshore. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


No  action  has  been  necessary  in  relation  to  pollution 
of  water  courses  during  the  past  year. 

Anti-mosquito  work  in  respect  of  dykes  and  ponds  is 
undertaken  each  year  and  a suitable  larvicide  is  sprayed  on 
all  known  breeding  grounds. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  operates  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Borough  Surveyor. 

( a ) Collection. 

Collection  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour. 

Modern  covered  motor  vehicles  are  used  for 
this  purpose,  A charge  is  made  for  collec- 
tion of  trade  refuse. 

(b)  Disposal. 

The  refuse  is  conveyed  to  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip  where  salvageable  articles  are 
removed,  the  residue  being  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping.  No  complaints  have 
been  received  in  respect  of  the  tip  which  is 
managed  very  satisfactorily. 

( c ) Gulle^  cleansing. 

A combined  vacuum  gulley  emptier  and  flush- 
ing tank  is  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Corporation. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Three  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers  establishments  and  one  Tripe 
Dressing  establishment  are  approved  by  the  Council  within 
this  area. 
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DUSTBINS . 

Very  little  work  has  "been  carried  out  in  relation  to 
the  provision  of  dustbins. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  little  time  could  "be  spared 
to  deal  with  this  time  absorbing  problem  it  must  be  again 
emphasized  that  the  legal  position  is  totally  incomprehen- 
sible to  the  normal  individual.  To  properly  exercise  its 
judicial  rights  a local  authority  must  consider  the  history 
of  each  and  every  bin  brought  before  it  together  with  det- 
ails as  to  rent  and  rates  and  possible  income,  the  existence 
or  not  of  agreements  and  precedents.  And  after  this, 
whether  the  authority  has  decided  to  serve  the  notice  on 
owner  or  occupier  the  authority’s  decision  is  open  to  chal- 
lenge by  the  recipient  of  the  Notice.  This  challenge  is 
frequently  made  and  often  reaches  the  High  Courts,  and  when 
the  High  Court  Judge,  after  all  the  lengthy  deliberation  up 
to  that  point  eventually  decides  whether  the  Notice  is  or  is 
not  in  order  - this  settles  nothing  other  than  that  partic- 
ular individual  shall  or  shall  not  supply  a particular 
dustbin  for  a particular  premise. 

More  and  more  authorities  lean  to  the  view  that  a 
Municipal  Bin  Scheme  is  the  answer  to  the  requirements  of 
hygiene  that  a sanitary  dustbin  shall  be  used  and  the  require- 
ments of  good  organisation  that  a standard  sanitary  dustbin 
shall  be  used. 

When  a local  authority  provides  a bin  the  authority  is 
allowed  by  the  ’’Local  Authorities  (Charge  for  Dustbins)  Order 
1949"  to  recover  5s.  Od.  per  annum  as  a rate  charge.  This 
recovery  continues  indefinitely,  new  bins  being  provided  when 
required.  A good  bin  should  last  6-8  years  and  costs  in 
the  region  of  22s.  Od.

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HOUSING. 


There  is  nothing  new  to  say  about  the  Housing  problem* 

The  cost  of  repair  work  is  still  high  and  rents  are 
in  the  main,  still  controlled  at  the  pre  1939  figure.  A 
few  minor  repairs,  invariably  far  below  what  is  really 
required  to  put  a house  into  really  satisfactory  condition 
will,  in  the  case  of  those  old  substandard  houses  which  are 
our  main  concern,  take  the  rental  for  a period  of  three  or 
four  or  more  years.  After  the  passage  of  this  period  of 
time  further  dilapidations  have  occurred  which  necessitate 
further  expenditure. 

There  is  increasing  resistance  on  the  part  of  the 
property  owners  served  with  repair  notices.

SHOPS  AC?  1954  and  1950. 

1950  saw  the  coming  into  operation  on  1st  October  of  the 
Shops  Act  1950  which  consolidates  Shops  legislation  into  one 
main  Act, 


There  is  no  change  in  the  Sanitary  provisions  of  the  Act 
but  it  was  considered  advisable  to  recommend  reconsideration 
of  the  Department’s  position  in  relation  to  the  administration 
of  Shops  legislation  in  order  to  bring  about  a more  compreh- 
ensive system  of  inspection  and  control  in  relation  to  those 
provisions  which  closely  affect  the  health  and  welfare  of  shop 
staffs.

A,  Camping  Sites, 

The  Hawkshill  Seaside  Camp  for  London  Boys  continued  to 
operate  under  a Licence  issued  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,

B,  Individual  Dwellings. 

Eight  Licences  were  issued  to  erect  or  station  and  use 
trailer  caravans  within  the  area. 

One  of  these  was  for  a limited  period  and  the  caravan 
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was  removed  on  the  expiration  of  the  licence.  A second  was 
not  taken  up  "because  alternative  permanent  accommodation  had 
"been  secured  and  in  a third  case  the  licence  was  returned 
"by  the  Postal  Authorities,  the  applicant  having  moved  and 
left  no  forwarding  address  (he  has  not  yet  appeared  in  the 
Deal  area). 

Five  licensed  caravans  were  in  use  in  the  area  at  the 
end  of  1950. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

A.  Routine  Work. 


The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  surface  treat- 
ment during  1950.  Infestations  were  more  numerous  but  much 
smaller  and  wider  spread  than  hitherto.  The  surface  rat 
kill  is  much  reduced  - this  is  a good  sign  but  docs  not  indic- 
ate that  less  work  has  been  done.  Regular  inspections  and 
when  necessary,  treatments,  are  made  at  the  Council's  Refuse 
Tips  and  other  properties.

Sewer  treatments  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  six 
monthly  intervals. 

In  March,  60  manholes  were  baited  in  the  Lower  Deal  and 
Lower  V/almer  areas.  There  were  57  pre-bait  takes  and  57 
poison  takes.  109  ozs.  of  Zinc  Phosphide  and  damp  sausage 
rusk  were  consumed  with  an  estimated  minimum  kill  of  272  rats. 
This  was  an  unexpected  increase  in  the  sewer  infestation  and 
steps  were  taken  during  the  next  treatment  to  cover  the  area 
more  completely. 

In  September,  395  manholes  wore  baited  throughout  the 
town.  There  were  206  prebait  takes  and  153  poison  bait  takes. 
15  lb.  1(4-  ozs  of  Arsenic  and  bread  mash  worn  consumed  and  the 
estimated  minimum  kill  was  407  rats. 

The  sewer  infestation  was  found  to  conform  to  the  surface 
picture  in  that  it  was  wide  and  comparatively  sparsely  spread.

VERMINOUS  AND  FILTHY  HOUSES  AND  PERSONS. 

Filthy  Houses. 


There  are  a limited  number  of  families  within  the  area 
whose  normal  standards  of  cleanliness  are  extremely  low. 

They  often  remain  on  record  for  regular  visit  hut  little 
permanent  progress  can  he  said  to  accrue  from  this  work. 

They  are  however,  kept  free  from  vermin  hy  this  regular 
inspection  and  hy  the  taking  of  action  whenever  necessary. 

It  often  happens  that  one  or  hoth  of  the  parents  totally 
lacks  interest  in  the  home  and  the  children.  They  are  visited 
regularly  hy  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector 
and  the  Health  Visitor  and  become  far  too  well  accustomed  to 
this  heneficient  supervision.  52  visits  were  made  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  filthy  houses, 

VERMINOUS  PREUISES  - Houses. 

170  disinfestations,  including  follow  up  treatments  were 
carried  out  during  the  year.  This  figure  includes  76  disin- 
festations of  Council  houses. 

21  treatments  were  for  bedbugs,  104  were  for  cockroaches 
and  45  for  other  vermin  including  flies,  ants,  earwigs  and 
mosquitoes.  484  rooms  were  involved  in  the  treatments. 

Several  wasps  nests  were  also  destroyed  during  the  year. 

Other  premises. 

22  disinfestations,  including  follow  up  treatments  were 
carried  out  at  premises  other  than  houses.  Seven  of  these 
were  for  cockroaches  and  15  for  other  vermin.  The  premises 
involved  were  mainly  food  premises. 


' 
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Other  premises  - continued. 

A new  method  of  treating  cockroach  infestations  v/as 
adopted  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  One  or  more  Gammexane 
smoke  generators  are  placed  'below  the  floor  of  the  infested 
room  and  the  "boards  replaced.  The  generator  "burns  without 
incandescence , very  little  heat  is  generated.,  and  the  smoke 
penetrates  all  nooks  and  crannies  previously  inaccessible 
without  expensive  dismantling  of  the  skirtings,  floor  and 
stairs  etc.  A much  quicker  and  more  effective  control  has 
"been  achieved  so  far  with  this  method.  A certain  amount  of 
liquid  insecticide  spray  is  still  used  in  the  room  itself 
"but  this  is  now  reduced  to  a minumum. 


Verminous  Persons. 


One  man  voluntarily  submitted  to  bathing  during  the 
year.  Suitable  steps  were  taken  to  free  him  and  his  cloth- 
ing from  fleas. 

As  a sequel  to  this,  early  in  1951  both  he  and  this  time 
his  brother  were  again  approached  when  they  submitted  to 
bathing  and  subsequently  they  obtained  a long  moveable  bath 
for  home  use.’

The  co-operation  "betv/een  the  Health  Department  and  the 
Town  Clerk’s  Department  continues  to  the  advantage  of  the 
housing  applicants.  An  inspection  for  vermin  is  always  made 
"before  a family  is  rehoused  and  on  occasions  this  necessitates 
disinfestation  "before  removal  to  the  new  home. 

The  Housing  problem  still  remains  acute  and  there  come 
to  notice  from  time  to  time  particularly  tragic  cases. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

43  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  at  the  Dairies 
and  cowsheds  in  the  area. 

1950  was  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  new  milk 
legislation  which  places  milk  production  entirely  under  the 
control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries.  Licences 
to  producers  of  designated  milks  are  now  issued  by  the  Ministry 
and  not  by  the  County  Council. 

At  the  same  time  the  control  of  pasteurisation  plants  was 
taken  out  of  the  hands  of  Local  Authorities  and  placed  under 
the  County  Councils.  Processing  plants  for  the  pasteurising  of 
milk  are  now  licensed  by  the  County  Council. 

It  is  early  days  to  judge  the  wisdom  of  these  changes  but 
ones  immediate  reaction  must  be  that  to  transfer  these  direct 
responsibilities  to  the  more  centralised  bodies  must  either 
result  in  less  supervision  of  the  farms  and  pasteurisation 
plants  or  must  entail  far  greater  staffs  than  are  at  present 
available.

47L visits  were  made  to  various  food  premises  (excluding 
milk  shops  and  dairies)  during  the  year.  This  figure  includes

foodstuffs  in  the  streets. 

The  standards  of  hygiene  and  structure  are  gradually 
heing  improved  but  there  is  considerable  work  to  be  done  in 
this  direction.
